This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

3. The inventions listed as Groups I and III do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: group III 
defines a combination device including multiple supporting surfaces; group I includes 
multiple side panels and is usable in a system devoid of corrugations as such. 

4. The inventions listed as Groups II and III do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: group III 
defines a combination device including multiple supporting surfaces; group II includes 
ribs on both front and side panels and is usable in a system devoid of corrugations as 
such.
